ALMIGHTY VOICE 


Some New Sideliglits on the History of This Famous Indian 
Outlaw.

Some twenty years ago, more or 
less, our scattered settlement was 
thrown into a great state of excite- 
ment with the shooting of a North- 
west Mounted Policeman by an In- 
dian, about fourteen miles west of 
where Melfort now stands.

But 
alas he turned tail and rode back as 
hard as he could pelt to Joe McKay 
(that famous scout) who was bring- 
ing up the rear with a buck-board, 
and was sorhe twelve miles back at a 
settler’s house, waiting for their re- 
turn with their prisoner. If Joe had 
been along, Mr. Almighty Voice’s 
career would have ended right there, 
for the sergeant was greatly beloved 
by his comrades. “

His success in eluding the 
Mounted Police and also wounding 
one or two of the men in_ civilian 
search parties had made him a_ hero 
in the eyes of his countrymen, and 
there was no doubt he constantly re- 
ceived food, clothes and shelter from 
the various Indian camps, for after a! 
blood is thicker than water. 

About a year after his escape, one 
of Kinistin’s sons called at my house 
and hung around Indian. fashion un- 
til my wife lost patience and said for 
goodness sake ask what that Indian 
wants and get rid of him. I was no 
longer engaged in the ,fur trade, as 
my farm and cattle kept me busy, but

“I remember, oh, my brother. You

“Not that I have ever heard of,” I 
answered.

Start 
on the usual trips from en€ampment, 
gradually draw near his hiding place, 
where in the dead of night it would 
be easy to throw a blanket on him, tie 
him up and hand him over to the 


police, I cannot say I was much in 
love with the scheme.

“No Grain from Russia 


Canatlian Grain Growers Have Little | 


to Fear From Competition in 
This Direction. | 

Ottawa.—That the grain growers of 
the Dominion have little to fear from 
the competition of Russia in the ig- 
mediate -fyture, is indicated in a re- 
port received from the office of the 
Canadian Trade Commissioner at 
Milan. It appears that in Italy and 
other European countries, much was 
expected through negotiations with 
the co-operative institute of Russia,, 
but only one shipload of Russian 
grain has arrived yet in any Italian 
port. This amounted to less than 
four thousand tons and much of the 
cargo was reported to be in bad condi- 
tion, 

There is also said to be but little 
prospect of grain from Rumania or 
Jugo-Slavia - finding its way to the 
Eurdpean markets in considerable 
quantities, despite more favorable 
transportation and exchange rates.

If one 
could determine’ six months ahead 
what the price of wheat would | be, 
then we could lay our plans ahead 
of time and advise farmers what 
steps to take, However, for myself, 
further than advocating caution, 1 
would let the farmer gamble for him- 
self. We might offer a few good 
general suggestions but if our ad- 
vice does not prove sound, the farm 
ers will surely come back at us.” 

Professor G. H. Cutler, advocated 
a conference of representatives of 
the various people that were involvy- 
ed, the grain farmer, the livestock 
men, the bankers, the economist and 
the agronomist get together and 
study present urgent problems with 
the object in view to work out a so- 
lution that would be to the benefit 
of all concerned. 

Professor Cutler’s suggestion was 
a very welcome one to the conven- 
tion and it was felt that steps should 
be taken. to arrange for such a con- 
ference in the near future. No de- 
finite action, however, was.taken. 


‘Atberta’s Porest Fires 


During Past Season Province Suffered 

- Rather Lightly. 

Statistics compiled at the oflice of 
the forestry branch show that Alberta 
suffered rather lightly through forest 
fires during the past season. The 
situation may be summarized as fol- 
lows: “There were reported 421 fires; 


power plant could produce 1,000,000] the expenditure for fighting them was 


$55,006 and the estimated damage is 
approximately $66,000. This does 
not inclide forest fires occurring in 
Dominion parks, Of-the 421 fires 
221 were caused by railways, 62 by 
campers, 58 by settlers, and 60 by 
various miscellaneous agencies such 
as lighting, smokers, sawmills, etc. 
In the case of 20 of these fires it was 
impossible to determine the cost. 

It is interesting to note that only 
295 fires were reported during the 
sumimsr of 1919, but the damage to 
timber and cost of fire fighting were 
many times higher than during the 
season just passed. 
in 1919, 225 were caused by railways 
and 15 by campers, The. figures 
show a rather alarming increase in the 
number of fires started by. campers 
and those people who make use of the 
forest reserves for camping and fish- 
ing trips aré earnestly warned to ex- 
ercise every caution to prevent the es- 
cape of fire, Over half of the dam- 
age this year and almost half of the 
burned over area was caused by one 
spreading camp. fire. 


Population of B.C. 


British Columbia Is Now Claiming 
555,536 Inhabitants, 

‘British Columbia's population is 
555,536, according to Dr, Henry 
Young, secretary of the Provincial 
Board of Health, who has made pub- 
lic his report for 1920, This total in- 
cludes 25,649 Indians. The total pop- 
ulation is an increase of 89,700 or a 
little more than 20 per cent, over the 
previous year. 

The death rate for the whole prov- 
ince last year was 9.22, which is less 
than half the -irth rate, which was 
17.56. The total births for the yéar 
wag 10,002 and the number of deaths 
4,420. Marriages numbered 4,650, an 
increase over the previous year of 
1821. In 1919 there were 6,696 
deaths, due largely to the influenza 
epidemic, while the birth rate was 
15.83 per 1,000 of population, in that 
year.

Irrigating A Million” Acres 


Stated That ._ Federal Government 
May Undertake Huge Scheme. 


Suryeys to ascertain the possibility 
of a project to irrigate a million acres 
of land in Central Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan will probably be undertak- 
en by the Dominion Government dur- 
ing 1921. The area covered by this 
vast project extends from the neigh- 
borhood of Youngstown, north of 
Red Deer River in Alberta, almost up 
to the city of Saskatoon, 

The water would be taken from the 
North Saskatchewan River and stored 
in a large reservoir at Buffalo Lake, 
in Alberta, from where it would be 
distributed over a large area extend- 
ing south and east to Saskatchewan. 
William Pearce and other prominent 
irrigationists drew attention to the 
advantage of the scheme some time 
ago and strongly recommended te the 
Dominion Government -that surveys 
be undertaken. 


Productiveness ef Siberia 


Greater Wheat Area Than Canada, 
Argentine and United States. 

Col. George H. Emerson, who was 
sent to Siberia during the war to oper- 
ate the Trans-Siberian Railway, says 
that when Siberia, China and Man- 
churia are developed and conducted 
on a sound basis the foreign trade of 
the Pacific coast will exceed that 
passing through American Atlantic 
ports. ; 

He says: “The wheatbearing soil 
tapped by the Trans-Siberian Railway 
is ‘greater than the total acreage of 
the United States, Canada and the 
Argentine combined. Even during 
the war, when most of the men were 
at the front, Siebria, with a population 
of only 15 millions, produced nearly 
400 million bushels of wheat. We 
lubricated our car and engine wheels 
with butter, 

Ten thousand carloads of beans 
dumped at Harbin more than two 
years ago were still there at the com- 
mencement of this year, because no 
vessels or railroads were available to 
carry the beans.to a market, 

There is practically no market for 
butter, beef, hides, cheese and many 
other commodities which Siberia pro- 
duces so bountifully.”
